plied witti modern arms and ample military 
stores, it is clear that the réform movement, 
which, recently showed ils: character at 
Swatow, Wong ° Kong, Waichow and else- 
where, is : stapidly assuming wide’ propor. 
tions, It is“by ‘no means clear,. however; 
what ‘the. reformers ‘desire. Th+y do not 
openly suggest.that the. dynasty should’ be
